•ward M. Morgan was shot at 
146th 


street and Broadway today by a man 
who then shot and killed himsi-lf. 


. Mr. Morkim was shot through the 
stmnacli. He was taken to his home in 
an unconscious condition. The man wn.s 
well clroHS.-d and about forty years old. 
Ho died instantly after tiring three shots 
into his hi'ad. 


Morgan 
shot through the

reached the corner at Broadway when 


There 
tlic man stoppitl 


several persons within a few feet 


of the two men. but none of them .heard 


word spoken and the first intimation

HP lost consciousness immediately, 
For an instant after the shot had been 
iircd, the assailant stood looking down 
upon his victim. 


Shoots Himself. 


Thou lie raised the still smoking re- 


volver, and pressing it agaimt his fore- 
Lead, milli'i! the trigger. The bullet did 
not cause a fatal wound and once more 
nnd then a third time the man sent a 
Imllft crashing against his skull. The 
third ball penetrated the brain and tho 
man fell iltad. As ho lay, there with the 
revolver still clevched in his hand, sever-

Saw Father Stricken ' 


The shooting took jilace in the pres- 


ence of Miss Dorothy Morgan, the 14 
year old daughter of, t(ic postmaster, who 
was accompanying. Jiim. to the subway 


ion on her way. to .school. Mackey 


had been pacing.up and down, the side- 
walk near the corner- of- Broadway and 
146lh street for-two- hours before the 
shooting. 
Whe'ir 'Mr. Morgan and 
his 


daughter left their' home 'and ' 'walked 
toward Broadway! Mackey'turned down 
the side street and met them.. 


•Did Not Know Morgan. 


Evidently lie had n«vei- -s*<vn tlm post- 


master before for as lie -met-Mr. Morgan 
lie asked: ''Arc'you-Postmaster 
Mor- 


gan?" At Mr. Mbrfrin's' affirmative re- 
ply, Mackey drew'' his' revolver and fired 
one shot into the 'postmaster's abdomen. 
The wounded man. fell to, the sidewalk 
rnd as two witnesses, .of. the shooting 
came running up, Mackey lay down on 
the sidewalk-, opened -hia best and sent 
one bullet into bis-head and another in- 
to liis heart. 
He was- dead when the 


first man reached 'him: Mr. 'Morgan was 
carried into his own "home", physicians 
were hastily summoned and it was found 
that 
the bullet^ had ' merely, passed 


through the fleshy, portion.of .the.abdom- 
en for eight inches, inflicting a superfi- 
cial wound.

al persons who had witnessed the double 
shooting rushed up to the assistance of 
Mr. Morgan, whom some of them recog- 
nized. A physician was called from a. 
house near by and was with the wound- 
ed man -within a few moments after the 
first shot had been fired. He was unable 
to do anything to relieve the wounded 
man at the moment, but had Mr. Morgan 
removed to his residence, only 
a few 


doors from the corner. There another 
physician was called into consultation. 
It was found that the bullet had passed 
entirely through the stomach and the 
doctors held out little hope for Mr. Mor- 
gan's 
recovery. Hurried 
preparations 


wcro made, however, to perform an op- 
rration. 


While the surgeons were working over 


Mr. Morgan at his home in an effort to 
save his°life, the body of. the man -who 
fired the shot and then killed himself 
•wns lying on the sidewalk where he had 
Jallcn. 


Wound Not Fatal. 


When the physicians made a closer ex- 


amination, they found that Mr. Mor- 
gan's wound was not so serious as at 
first supposed. It is now believed that 
the walls of the stomach were not pene- 
trated by the ball and that tlie postmas- 
ter has a chance of recovery. 


The man who shot Postmaster Morgan 


]ins be»cn identified as Erich H. B. Mac- 
kay, n stenographer. He had been cm- 
ployed by a firm with offices at 105 
Broadway. 


Was Well Liked. 


Mackay, the assailant, had been in tho 


rmploy of Hunt, Hill and Belts, lawyers 
of 165 Broadway for about four years. 
He came from England nine years ago, 
•workc-d for a time in Boston and then 
came to this city. At the office where 
lie was employed in this city, Mackay 
was hold in high esteem and his employ- 
ers say they are completely :it a loss to 
•explain his net. The only due thus far 
found which may have a bearing on tlie 
•tragedy is contained in a number of let- 
ters found in Mackay's desk. Tliesc in- 
dicate that about, a year ago, he had 
complained to tlic postmaster that some 
of his mail had not been properly deliv- 
ered.

The Collingwood, Most Powerful of all 


English War Fleet Eaters Water To- 


day—Christened By Mrs. Asquith. 


DEVOXPORT, Eng., Nov. 7.—The Col- 


lingwood, the most powerful of all Brit- 
ish battleships and • the sixth vessel of 
the Dreadnaught class to be placed in 
the water was successfully launched here 
this afternoon. 
Mrs. Asquith who was 


accompanied by her husband, the prime 
minister, pave the signal which set the 
launching machinery in motion, and as 
the huge mass of steel plunged into the 
water she christened the vessel Colling- 
wood. 


While this new battleship is of the 


same type as the Dreatlmiught and has 
the same number of heavy guns, the 
same radius of action, and the- samo 
speed, there are some variations of detail 
which are more formidable. Her big guns 
have a greater calibre, aud the guns for 
defense against torpedoes have a higher 
muzzle energy and velocity. 


The Collingwood was laid down in Feb- 


ruary and as more hae been done on her 
than is usual before launching, the ad- 
miralty expects to place her in comliis- 
91011 early in 1910. The hull of this ship 
is the heaviest dead weight that ever 
left the launching slip.

LOSES CHILDREN; SUICIDES 


Cook at Kenosha Restaurant Takes Poi- 


son When Little Ones Are Removed to 


Orphanage in Milwaukee.. 


KENOSHA, Wis., Nov. 0— Mrs. Laura 


Wells, 40 years "of age, attempted to 
commit suicide in the Central restau- 
rant yesterday. 
Though still .alive at 


the Kenosha hospital, her condition is 
regarded as critical. 


Mrs. Wells had been employed at the 


restaurant but two days, "and yesterday 
morning she complained of a headache. 
Borrowing a quarter from the proprietor 
she went to a nearby drug store, and 
purchased strychnine crystals, 
stating 


that she desired to use them to kill rats. 
She returned to the restaurant and just 
at the busiest hour of the day took the 
poison. Hurried to the hospital she was 
given an antidote. 


Saturday the three children of Mrs. 


Wclli were taken from her by the city 
officials and sent to one of the Catholic 
orphanages in Milwaukee!. While unable 
to support them, the mother had shown 
a great love for them and repeatedly 
declared yesterday that she-'could not 
live without them. This is given by her 
as the cause of her rash act. 


One is Killed,
